One Man In Jail. 


James Carbon*, who is thought to 


ne the chief 
agent of the Black 


Hand In this county, Is in the coun- 
ty jail, and others of the gang are ex 
nected to be under arrest this af- 
ternoon. District Attorney Welch say 
that there is a regular Black Hand 
organization in this county and that 
«eyeral Italians have been made the 
victims of the organization, 
being 


•forced to pay tribute 
to the mem- 


bers. 


It la believed that Carbone was ac- 


cesory before the fact in the murder 
of MatafJro, and that Paul Caro and 
Raphael Mastrlnl, the two Italians 
now in jail charged with the murder 
•were obeying 
orders from Carbon 


when Malafiro was shot 


Were They After Money? 


It is suspected that the Black Hand 


organization had made a demand up- 
on MalaHro for money, and that he 
had refused to give any. The report 
that Matafiro had been killed in a 
fight over a girl was given out to 
hide the work of the Black Hand
